I know, the main Objettions are Trade 
and the Church— But I cannot but think, 
doth are (@ tale, that they will be hardly 
ſtarted again; and'if they are, 1am not at 
all at a Loſs to obviate beth; and prove, 
that in Trade Scorl1n.l ſtall not do yon the 
leaft Injury, but rather improve you, and 
yet encreaſe her (lf twoz eſpecially when 
vou ſhall think fit co aſſiſt hor by all choſe 
Methods, Neighbourhoud Kindn-f\s an your 
own Intereſt ſhall prompt you ts And 
chis I make no Queſtiou to make appear to 
the general Satisfattion.

Why then, 
Gentlcmen'of the Church of England, you 
muſt bold your Pea:e' The Complaint can be 
but on one tide— And (o I ſhal} have but 
one fort of Oppoeſers in this Argument— 


And1 am very indiffereat which it is ; for 1 
thiok, it will be no difficult Task to prove, 
that the ſacred Stipulations of the Treaty are 
a firm and judiffoluble Barrier between 
both, by which either fide are eFcQually 
ſecured beyoud a Poſſibility of beiog injur'd 
by one arother; and this 1 doubt not to 
prove irom all the Arguments, tht are pro- 
per to convince Men of Sence. 

As to uocunvertible Obftinacy, I have 
nothing to ſay to it, I am nottalking to Brutes, 
but to Men, to Chriftians, Men of Reaſon,

no Union however wilcly made, can b- ct- 
teftual on either lide ; for in vain are 
Treaties, Articles, and Agre:mea:s 3 it a 
Spirit cf Jealvutic remains b-tween the Na- 
tions, it a [uſpiticn and fear of Encroach- 
ment remains, mutual diftruft will have no 
other fect, then co prevent the mutual 
Advantages of the Treaty, and rob both 
iides of tt.at Happineſs which they may both 
enjoy. 

This is that indeed, which may bring 
both fdes fo fulfil the Evil Tydings, the falle 
Prophets of each Nation have foretld, and 
nothing but this can do it ; 4nd 1 canrot 
but oblerve, that thoſe who have ir Pro» 
pnecy'd, or rather urbapoily ſuggeſted the 
poſhbiliry of il] Conſcquences frem the Union 
are very buſy by their Contrivances to 
bring their ſayings ro paſs; they are butts D.- 
viding, Miirepretenting, and raiſing Breach- 
es herween the Nations, that it poſſible, 
the Evil EfcCts they have foretold may come 
fo pa +, and they may at one Blow, borh 
ruine their Councry,and boaſt of the good- 
veſs «t their Judgment in foretelling ir. 

To (uch 1 can only lay this, they are the 
worſt ſort of Incendiaries, and the Ruine 
and Deftruttior, of their Country lyes doub- 
ly at their Door, they would do wel) ro 
confider it in time; tor whenever their 
Folly comes to he detedted, they will cer- 
tainly bx juftLy Condemn'd of all good Men, 
and every fide will bz agaioft them ; for tho* 
lanoceat Men may fall fooliſhly out with 
one another, they always diſcover the Sow - 
ers of -Diſcord at lafl, and equally abhor 
Lim, if got eadeavour to punilh him. 

If ever theſe Nations Unite, whether 
it b- that ſuch a Uaion ſhall be follow 'd with 
Succeſd or nct ? with Succeſs theſe ſort of 
People will ſhare the common Averlion ;

it will, always hate the Hand that ſet them 
together by the Ears ; if it be Evil, it is 
odds if it does not fall on their Heads, and 
very well they will deſerve it ; if it de good 
they will be hated for endeayouring to lefſen 
or dclay it,
